Trade  Sales  of  Edible  Oils. — The  Minister 
Food  has  revoked  the  Dripping  and 
ible  Oils  (Control  of  Sales)  Order,  1942, 
made  a  new  Order  controlling  the  sale 
oils  and  fats  to  trade  users.  Under  the 
v  Order  all  oils  and  fats  other  than  suet, 
nut  paste  and  peanut  butter,  that  are 
table  for  use  in  the  manufacture  or 
paration  of  human  food  may  only  be 
lght  by,  or  sold  to,  a  trade  user  under 
authority  of  a  permit  issued  by  the 
ristry.  The  Order  comes  into  force  on 
7  24.  Copies  will  be  available  from  H.M. 
tionery  Office  shortly. 


Tax-free  Batteries. — An  Order  made  by 
the  Treasury  (S.  R.  &  O.  637)  exempts 
certain  electric  batteries  from  purchase 
tax  from  May  11.  The  batteries  affected 
are  those  of  not  more  than  90  volts  specially 
designed  for  high-tension  supply  for  deaf- 
aid  appliances  and  using  cells  not  larger 
than  40  mm.  overall  in  length  and  13!  mm. 
in  diameter. 

Infestation  Now  Notifiable. — The  Minister 
of  Food  has  made  an  Order  (the  Infestation 
Order,  1943)  under  which  additional  powers 
have  been  taken  to  deal  with  infestation  by 
rats,  mice,  insects,  etc.,  of  foodstuffs, 
materials,  containers,  vessels,  premises  and 
land.  The  Order  provides  for  the  notifica- 
tion in  writing  by  the  owner  or  occupier 
of  infested  premises  or  goods  and  for  the 
issue  of  Directions  prohibiting  their  use 
until  such  time  as  the  infestation  is  remedied. 
Pest-control  undertakers  will  be  regulated 
by  licence,  and  the  Minister  may  direct  the 
methods  to  be  employed  and  the  substances 
to  be  prepared. 
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Pembrokeshire     Officers. — The  annual 

meeting  of  the  Cardigan,  Carmarthen  and 
Pembrokeshire  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  was  held  at  Carmarthen  on 
May  13,  when  officers  were  elected  as 
follows :  Chairman,  Mr.  I.  M.  Lloyd ; 
Vice-chairman,  Mr.  I.  Miles-Davies ; 
Secretary,  Mr.  John  Gower  (re-elected). 
Three  members  were  appointed  to  attend 
the  meeting  of  Branch  Representatives  in 
London  on  Whit  Monday. 

Chemists'     Defence     Association. — The 

directors  of  the  Association,  at  a  meeting  on 
May  5,  received  a  report  on  outstanding 
cases  and  on  new  claims  that  had  arisen 
since  the  previous  meeting.  Settlements 
had  been  effected  in  six  cases  involving 
payments  of  £17  8s.  6d.,  £2  10s.,  ^3,  ^3  10s., 
12s.  and  £3  3s.  The  remaining  cases  were 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  secretary  for  nego- 
tiation and  settlement.  Proceedings  against 
a  member  for  an  injunction  restraining 
him  from  "passing  off"  had  been  defended, 
as  it  appeared  that  the  member  concerned 
had  acted  innocently  in  the  matter.  The 
plaintiffs  had  been  awarded  costs  and  had 
secured  an  undertaking  from  the  defendants 
against  any  future  conduct  that  might 
result  in  "passing  off."  Summonses  against 
a  member  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
in  respect  of  cod  liver  oil  emulsion  with 
hypophosphites  alleged  to  be  deficient  in 
cod  liver  oil  and  in  hypophosphites  were 
defended  and  their  dismissal  secured 

Chemists  to  Co-operate  in  Health  Survey. 

— Chemists  are  to  play  a  part  in  a  national 
health  survey  being  organised  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  The 
object  of  the  survey,  which  is  being  insti- 
tuted in  consultation  with  the  chief  medical 
officers'  standing  committee  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  is  to  provide  at  quarterly  inter- 
vals information  indicating  the  average 
weight  in  relation  to  height  and  age  in 
various  sections  of  the  population.  Much 
of  the  necessary  information  has  already 
been  provided  by  Government  depart- 
ments, but  there  are  sections  of  the  popula- 
tion which  could  only  be  included  in  the 
survey  by  direct  contact  with  the  indivi- 
duals. These  sections  include  housewives, 
who  are  often  the  first  to  be  affected  by 
changes,  and  employees  in  small  businesses 
which  have  no  medical  or  welfare  facilities. 
The  importance  of  including  these  sections 
in  the  survey  is  fully  recognised,  and 
experiments  are  already  in  hand  to  find 
the  best  method  of  making  contact  with 
them  and  providing  the  necessary  facilities. 


In  the  towns  selected  for  the  surveys 
number  of  housewives  and  employees  j 
small  businesses  will  be  asked  to  co-operal 
Each  will  be  given  a  card  which  he  or  i 
must  take  to  one  of  the  local  chemi 
whose  names  are  printed  on  the  backf 
the  card.  The  chemist  will  record  1 
weight  and  height  and  keep  the  card  j 
collection  by  the  Ministry.  The  weighii 
will  be  carried  out  quarterly,  a  start  be 
made  immediately  in  Northampton,  Ilf< 
and  Holborn,  in  order  to  establish  1 
most  efficient  procedure.  The  survey  \ 
be  extended  in  due  course  to  the  wh 
of  the  country.

in  areas  where  the  population  was  not 
sufficient  to  make  an  approved  pharmacy 
financially  remunerative,  a  subsidy  should 
be  paid  by  the  State ;  a  schedule  of  equip- 
ment and  stock  to  be  carried  by  every 
pharmacy  on  the  panel  should  be  prepared ; 
the  system  of  payment  and  administration 
now  used  for  N.H.I,  dispensing  should  be 
followed ;  service  in  the  diagnostic  or 
pathological  laboratories  attached  to  the 
clinics  should  be  open  to  pharmacists 
possessing  the  necessary  qualifications ; 
since  patent  medicines  will  be  totally  un- 
necessary when  a  free  medical  service  is 
available  for  all,  all  advertisements  relating 
to  them  should  be  discontinued  after  some 
date  to  be  fixed.  Discussion  was  adjourned. 

Manchester  "  Brains  Trust." — The  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  and  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  May  1 1 . 
The  report  of  the  Association's  Council  and 
Branch  Executive  was  read  by  The 
Secretary  (Mr.  T.  Miller).  The  Junior 
Secretary  (Mr.  J.  Tomlinson)  read  the 
report  of  the  Junior  Executive.  The 
Treasurer  (Mr.  G.  V.  Tyler)  submitted 
the  annual  reports  and  balance  sheets.

In 
a  short  "brains  trust"  Miss  Roberts  and 
Mr.  Brindle  replied  to  questions  sent  in 
by  members  who  had  attended  the  refresher 
course  at  the  University.

Franklin  replied  to  a  question,  "Who 
Shall  Rule  Pharmacy,  the  Council  or  the 
officials  of  the  Society?  "  He  said  undoubt- 
edly the  Council  determined  the  policy  of 
the  Society.   The  permanent  officials  were 
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careful  to  see  that  the  decisions  of  the 
Council  were  carried  out.  The  responsibility 
for  dealing  with  emergency  questions  that 
required  immediate  attention  devolved 
upon  the  president,  and  the  action  taken 
was  always  reported  to  the  Council.  Then 
followed  a  discussion  on  the  revised  state- 
ment upon  matters  of  professional  conduct. 

— At  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Anglesey,  North 
Carnarvonshire  and  Colwyn  Bay  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  recently,  Mr.

Bay,  was  re-elected  Vice-chairman.  The 
Secretary  (re-elected)  is  Mr.  T.  Noel  Dixon, 
Bangor.  The  chairman,  secretary  and  Mr. 
Gwilyn  H.  Hughes,  Conway,  were  appointed 
to  represent  the  Branch  at  the  representa- 
tives' meetings  to  be  held  on  June  13.  The 
various  clauses  in  the  Council's  "  Statement 
on  Matters  of  Professional  Conduct"  were 
considered,  with  a  view  to  guiding  the  dele- 
gates and  giving  them  some  idea  of  the 
wishes  of  members.  Mr.  D.  A.  Bryan,  J. P. 
(area  representative  on  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union),  opened  a  discussion  on 
"Pharmacy  and  the  Beveridge  Report"  by 
reminding  members  that  the  health  services 
of  the  country  held  a  prominent  place  in  the 
Report.  It  was  obvious  that  many  changes 
were  likely  to  take  place,  and  equally  obvi- 
ous that  there  was  no  unanimity  as  to  what 
pharmacy  required,  or  the  part  pharmacists 
should  play.  He  assured  his  hearers,  how- 
ever, that  the  leaders  were  active,  that  talks 
were  already  taking  place,  and  that  they  did 
not  intend  that  pharmacy  should  be  rushed 
into  any  new  scheme.  Neither  would  it  be 
squeezed  out.  It  was  his  opinion  that  the 
most  satisfactory  and  economical  method 
of  increasing  the  medical  services  would  be 
by  extending  present  schemes.  If  the  whole 
population  of  the  country  were  brought  into 
the  scheme,  the  business  of  pharmacists 
would  undergo  many  changes,  and  there 
would  be  enormous  changes  in  the  sale  of 
patent  medicines.  The  professional  side  of 
pharmacy  would  come  into  its  own,  and 
pharmacies  would  have  to  be  equipped 
accordingly.  It  was  essential  that  phar- 
macists should  be  adequately  remunerated.

(b)  bristles,  rubber,  rubber  seed,  beeswax, 
phosphates,  coconut  charcoal,  pyrethrum, 
guano  and  tung  oil. 

Wolverhampton    Branch    Report. — The 

report  of  the  activities  of  the  Wolverhamp- 
ton Pharmacists'  Association  and  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  during  the  pre- 
vious twelve  months  was  presented  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Branch  on  April  20. 
It  records  balances  of  £12  to  carry  forward 
on  the  Association's  general  account,  £8  13s. 
on  the  social  account,  and  £9  8s.  on  the 
Branch  account.  The  Branch  prize  had 
been  won  by  Sheila  Donnellan,  who  elected 
to  have  a  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex. 
The  Association  prizewinners  were  Marie  C. 
Evans  (botany)  and  Joyce  M.  Taylor 
(chemistry).  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
branch  on  April  20  the  following  officers 
were  elected:  Chairman,  Mr.  A.  A.  C. 
Whick ;  Vice-chairman,  Mr.  W.  H.  Care- 
less;  Treasurer,  Mr.  C.  M.  Warner;  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  J.  Foster  Taylor;  Committee, 
Messrs.  Asbury,  Blenkinsop,  Dyson,  Frost, 
Pirie,  Rimmer,  Roberts,  and  C.  M.  Warner. 
During  the  evening  the  proposed  draft 
rules  of  conduct  were  considered  and  were 
approved  with  the  following  exceptions : 
Rule  2:  The  words  "implying"  or  "infer- 
ring "  to  be  inserted  after  the  word  ' '  public. ' ' 
Rule  6  to  be  deleted.  The  view  taken  was 
that  modern  opinion  favoured  the  use  of 
contraceptives  and  that  none  had  a  better 
right  to  sell  them  than  the  chemist.  Bold 
main  displays  were  not  favoured,  but  the 
Branch  saw  no  reason  why  a  showcard 
could  not  be  discreetly  displayed.  Rule 
No.  9  was  supported,  with  an  expression 
of  regret  that  the  medical  profession  did 
not  act  likewise.  Rule  12  was  objected  to 
in  its  present  form,  by  reason  of  the  invi- 
dious position  in  which  the  chemist  who 
had  charged  a  reasonable  price  would  be 
placed  in  proving  his  charge  where  the  first 
dispensers  of  a  prescription  had  under- 
charged. Rule  13  was  rejected  in  favour  of 
a  suggestion  that  chemists  should  use  their 
influence  to  secure  the  purpose  underlying 
the  proposed  rule.  Rule  19  was  recom- 
mended to  be  deleted.  The  opinion  was 
expressed  that  the  Council  had  already 
sufficient  power  in  this  direction,  and  that 
the  clause  gave  too  wide  a  power. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Youth  Takes  Action 

The  formation,  after  a  three-day  confer- 
ence, of  a  Pharmacy  Faculty  Committee 
of  the  National  Union  of  Students  (p.  506) 
is  an  important  development.  So  closely 
are  the  professional  and  commercial  sides 
of  pharmacy  related  that  the  policy  of  the 
new  committee,  when  put  into  practice,  is 
sure  to  have  an  influence  on  the  organisation 
of  employees  in  their  business  relations  with 
employers,  a  matter  still,  apparently,  in  a 
rudimentary  stage.  From  the  mention  of 
"animated  discussion"  one  gathers  with 
sympathetic  interest  that  the  keenness  of 
youth,  its  impatience  and  its  generous  hope 
of  a  better  world,  were  all  in  evidence. 
Several  good  things  were  said.  One  example 
must  suffice  for  mention  here,  the  statement 
that  pharmacy  is  a  service.  If  anyone 
doubts  that,  let  him  pass  a  few  minutes  in 
a  chemist's  shop  listening  to  the  proceedings 
at  the  counter.  ■  It  will  be  found,  I  believe, 
that  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  sales  is 
effected  without  an  exchange  of  question 
and  answer,  the  answer  often  taking  the 
form  of  useful  advice  that  finds  no  expres- 
sion in  the  contents  of  the  till.  Just  as  the 
medical  practitioner  has  to  focus  his  know- 
ledge— acquired,  like  that  of  the  pharmacist, 
in  the  studies  of  an  overloaded  syllabus — 
on  the  day-to-day  problems  of  illness,  so  the 
chemist  in  business  has  to  bring  his  scientific 
training  to  bear  on  the  numerous  queries 
put  by  his  customers,  and  to  give  prompt 
answers  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  Is  it 
likely  that  within  the  next  few  years  all 
these  queries  will  be  transferred  to  "health 
centres,"  and  that  pharmacists  will  be  left 
to  give  undisturbed  attention  to  National 
Health  Insurance  prescriptions  in  secluded 
and  standardised  dispensaries  ?  I  think  not. 

Big  Business 

In  his  excellent  address  (p.  507)  at  this 
conference,  the  secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  reported  as  saying  that 
bureaucracy  "acted  as  an  antidote  to  big 
business,"  though  qualifying  this  statement 
by  adding  that  big  business  checked  bureau- 
cracy and  was  important  in  that  it  was 
venturesome.  To  say  that  bureaucracy  acts 
as  an  antidote  to  big  business  seems  to  me 
a  hysteron  proteron,  a  putting  of  the  cart 
before  the  horse.  Let  us  be  clear  about  this. 
So  far  as  I  am  aware,  neither  pharmacists 
nor  other  classes  of  the  community  have 
any  quarrel  with  big  business  as  such.  In 
his  erudite  "Study  of  History"  Professor 


Arnold  Toynbee  declares,  giving  instant 
from  Egypt,  Babylon  and  elsewhere  to  bat 
his  contention  (but  not  mentioning  Bruil 
wick  Square)  that  huge  buildings  ha 
usually  been  constructed  in  periods  1 
degeneration.  His  fondness  for  the  Grej 
maxim  meden  agan  (nothing  in  excess) 
such  that  he  would  apparently  extend  ]| 
disapproval  of  large-scale  architecture 
life  in  general.  But  however  plausible  sui 
a  deduction  may  appear  at  first  sight,  it 
quite  fallacious  if  applied  to  present-d 
commerce.  The  primary  point  to  be  cc 
sidered  is :  what  is  the  most  appropri;! 
size  of  unit  for  economical  working? 
in  the  experimental  stage,  a  scale  too  lai 
for  the  best  results  aimed  at  is  tried,  v 
any  management  hesitate  for  a  moment  1 
abandon  it  ?  So  well  is  this  principle  und 
stood  that  there  is  in  operation  a  trial  stc 
between  laboratory  experiment  and  fii 
scale  manufacture.  The  common  sense  r 
the  matter  is  that  there  is  a  place  in  businl 
for  heavy  industries  and  a  place,  not  1 
honourable,  for  retail  shops. 

The  Imperial  Institute 

The  fiftieth  anniversay  of  the  forn 
opening  of  the  Imperial  Institute,  wh: 
occurred  last  week,  suggests  a  brief  m 
on  this  great  organisation.  Its  incepti 
dates  back  to  1887,  when  it  was  founc 
as  a  memorial  to  Queen  Victoria  in  hone 
of  her  jubilee.  Strangely,  as  it  may  se 
to  us  now,  a  coolness  towards  the  proj 
was  manifested  in  some  quarters;  1 
conception  of  Empire  was  at  that  tim< 
less  prominent  factor  in  public  life  than 
is  in  our  day,  and  the  importance  of  1 
work  the  Institute  was  to  undertake  \ 
not  generally  realised.  The  governments 
the  British  Dominions,  Colonies  and  Prot 
torates  have,  however,  long  realised  it 
a  practical  way  by  contributing  to  the  c 
of  maintenance.  The  value  of  the  Ins  tit 
in  supplying  manufacturers  and  oth 
interested  with  information  concerning  r 
materials  available  or  capable  of  product 
in  some  part  or  parts  of  the  Empire  cam 
be  over-estimated.  Its  official  Bulle 
gives  analytical  data  of  laboratory  exami: 
tions  of  specimens  from  practically  evi 
part  of  the  world;  in  addition,  the  Im 
tute  answers  inquiries  regarding  sources 
supply  and  similar  points.  A  referei 
library  is  another  important  feature.  I 
list  of  drugs  investigated  by  the  staff 
experts  is  a  remarkable  one.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Location  of  Businesses  Order.— At  Hamil- 
ton Sheriff  Court,  on  May  13,  Archibald  Cook, 
222  Glasgow  Road,  Blantyre,  was  charged 
with  having  between  February  8  and 
March  18  carried  on  a  retail  business  at 
67  Glasgow  Road,  Burnbank,  Hamilton,  in 
drugs,  medicines  and  toilet  preparations, 
contrary  to  the  Location  of  Retail  Businesses 
Order.  For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that 
a  technical  offence  had  been  committed 
and  the  summons  was  dismissed  with  an 
admonition. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act. — At  Portsmouth, 
recently,  Surgeon-Commander  M.  A. 
Graham- Yooll,  O.B.E.,  was  fined  £10  for 
an  offence  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. 
According  to  the  prosecution  he  had  bought 
drugs  from  local  chemists  but  had  not  .kept 
an  accurate  record  of  his  purchases.  For 
the  defence  it  was  stated  that  he  had.  kept 
a  file  but  it  did  not  comply  with  all  the 
requirements.  There  was  no  suggestion 
that  he  was  a  drug  fiend  or  that  he  had 
used  the  drugs  improperly. — At  Festiniog, 
North  Wales,  on  May  13,  William  Emrys 
Williams,  M.P.S.,  Blaenau  Festiniog,  was 
fined  ^25  for  a  breach  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act.  It  was  stated  that  defendant 
received  dangerous  drugs  on  February  13 
and  had  not  registered  them  until  February 
16,  whereas  the  law  demanded  registration 
the  same  day. 

Packing  Charges  for  Saccharin  Tablets. — 
At  Croydon  Police  Court,  on  May  14, 
H.  H.  Huffer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesale 
chemists,  London  Road,  Thornton  Heath, 
were  summoned  for,  in  selling  saccharin 
tablets,  making  an  additional  charge  for 
packing  and  delivery,  contrary  to  the 
Saccharin  (Control  and  Maximum  Prices) 
Order,  1941.  An  inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food  said  that  as  a  result  of  inquiries  and 
noticing  on  defendants'  invoices  charges  for 
packing  and  delivery,  he  interviewed  Mr. 
H.  H.  Huffer,  a  director,  who  appeared  to 
have  been  taken  by  'surprise.  He  produced 
all  the  information  of  any  service  from  the 
company's  records,  and  said:  "We  have 
always  charged  for  packing,  and  all  goods 
are  sold  ex-warehouse  in  accordance  with 
the  general  business  of  the  trade.  I  was  not 
aware  that  under  the  Control  Order  packing 
and  postage  could  not  be  charged."  The 
prosecution  agreed  that  in  any  event 
defendants  had  not  exceeded  the  maximum 
prices.  On  each  of  six  summonses  a  fine 
of  £2  was  imposed.  The  court  agreed  to 
state  a  case  for  appeal. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act. — Corporal  Jame: 
Peter  Forrester,  trading  as  Phos-Tonic  Co. 
St.  Helens,  was  summoned  at  Bury  Police 
Court,  on  May  13,  for  selling  a  bottle  o: 
tonic  not  of  the  nature,  quality  and  sub- 
stance demanded  by  the  purchaser  and  foi 
issuing  a  label  calculated  to  mislead.  This 
Phos-Vita  was  sold  from  a  shop  in  Bur) 
and  it  was  claimed  on  the  label  that  Phos 
Vita  was  a  "pick-me  up"  and  a  "greal 
nerve  tonic."  The  retail  price  was  3s.  9d 
Analysis  showed  that  the  bottle  contained 
0-07  per  cent,  phosphoric  acid,  0-02  pei 
cent,  quinine,  o-io  per  cent,  solid  mattei 
and  99-81  per  cent,  coloured  and  flavoured 
water.  The  shopkeeper  bought  the  Phos- 
Vita  in  October  1941,  and  paid  2s.  6d. 
per  bottle.  Medical  evidence  was  given 
that  Phos-Vita  had  no  medicinal  value, 
Defendant,  who  appeared  in  his  uniform, 
said  the  Phos-Vita  sampled  had  been  ofl 
the  market  for  the  last  fifteen  months.  On 
the  advice  of  his  consulting  chemist  he 
had  substituted  a  stronger  tonic  for  the 
one  complained  of.  His  wife  was  carrying 
on  the  business  while  he  was  in  the  Army. 
He  was  fined  ^30.

Proprietary  Medicines 

of  the  more  stable  elements  in  the 
iging  practice  of  medicine  is  the  demand 
he  public  for  a  remedy  for  the  treat- 
t  of  an  ailment.

anything."  Mr.  Linstead,  in  his  address 
before  the  Plymouth  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  recently,  said  chemists 
must  be  more  critical  of  patent  medicines 
and  refuse  to  handle  the  stuff  that  was 
mere  junk.  Efforts,  both  voluntary  and 
compulsory,  have  been  made  in  recent 
years  to  "clean  up"  the  proprietary 
medicine  business  by  restricting  the  claims 
which  are  allowed  for  remedies,  notably 
by  the  Advertising  Association,  the  Pro- 
prietary Association  of  Great  Britain  and 
the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941. 
The  measures  invoked  by  the  last-mentioned 
included  disclosure  of  the  formula  on  the 
label,  but  it  is  open  to  debate  whether 
anyone  has  been  deterred  from  taking  a 
medicine  on  this  account.  If,  as  the 
secretary  of  the  Society  urged,  chemists 
are  to  criticise  "junk,"  who  is  to  decide 
what  comes  within  this  category? 

In  the  Nation's  Interest 

A  few  years  ago  a  Joint  Conference  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  investigated  the  possi- 
bility of  the  establishment  of  an  approved 
list  of  proprietary  medicines  but  decided 
to  abandon  the  proposals.  It  was  stated 
that  the  need  for  an  investigation  of  this 
kind  was  proved,  but  that  it  would  involve 
an  expenditure  of  at  least  £2,000  a  year, 
an  expense  which  neither  body  could  face. 
If  there  is  so  much  "junk"  still  on  the 
market  it  is  desirable  in  the  interests  alike 
of  the  manufacturers  of  proprietaries  of 
recognised  therapeutic  value,  chemists, 
and  the  health  of  the  nation,  that  such  a 
state  of  affairs  should  not  be  allowed  to 
continue.  The  Government  is  now  prepared 
to  do  so  much  for  the  health  of  the  nation 
that  so  comparatively  small  an  expense 
ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  stand  in  the  way 
of  what  is  in  everyone's  interest.  But 
whether  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should 
be  involved  is  another  matter.  By  the 
judgment  in  the  Jenkin  case  it  is  precluded 
from  intervening  in  trade  matters,  nor  can 
it  use  its  finances  to  the  benefit  of  sectional 
interests  of  its  members.  Moreover,  the 
Society  is  not  the  parallel  organisation  of 
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the  British  Medical  Association.  In  any 
case  decisions  could  not  be  left  to  these 
two  bodies  alone,  though  both  might  be 
represented  on  an  independent  organisation 
set  up  for  the  purpose.  There  is  one  danger 
in  issuing  a  "white"  list — that  it  would  be 
used  in  publicity  campaigns  as  proof  of 
therapeutic  activity — but  this  is  not  an 
insuperable  difficulty. 

Pharmacy  has  the  paramount  duty  of 
protecting  the  public  where  medicine  is 
concerned  and  the  qualified  chemist  is  the 
only  person  trained  to  withhold  supply  of 
drugs  when  the  public  should  not  have 
them.  It  is  quite  a  mistaken  notion  to 
suppose  that  when  a  prospective  purchaser 
of  a  proprietary  medicine  enters  a  chemist's 
shop  the  sale  of  the  product  takes  place 
without  questions  and  answers  from  both 
sides  of  the  counter.  One  need  not  spend 
much  time  in  a  pharmacy  to  realise  that 
in  spite  of  all  the  claims  made  in  national 


advertising  the  customer  seeks  in  i 
instances,  when  purchasing  a  producl 
the  first  time,  the  opinion  of  the  che 
as  to  the  suitability  of  the  product  f 
particular  ailment.  The  unqualified  s 
keeper  cannot  give  this  advice  or  if  he 
is  purporting  to  have  a  qualification  w 
in  fact  he  does  not  possess.  Thus 
possible  that  with  the  advent  of  a  ( 
prehensive  medical  scheme  there  ma] 
some  inquiry  into  the  proprietary  medi 
trade,  and  if  that  should  happen  chei 
can  with  every  right,  and  should,  clain 
sole  distribution  of  these  products.  If 
a  restriction  of  sources  of  supply  were  1 
brought  about  the  drug  control  resu] 
therefrom  could  not  do  other  than  be 
the  nation  as  a  whole.  We  do  not  sup 
the  view  that  the  comprehensive  me 
scheme  will  result  in  the  abolition  oi 
proprietary  medicine.  Each  treatment

PANTOYLTAURINE 


It  is  common  knowledge  that  the  beneficent 
activity  of  the  sulphonamide  compounds  in 
certain  infections  is  due,  not  to  the  causative 
organisms  being  directly  destroyed,  but  to 
inhibition  of  their  development  by  action 
upon  the  compounds  that  nourish  them. 
The  discovery  of  the  modus  operandi  of 
sulphanilamide  introduced  a  novel  concep- 
tion into  chemotherapy,  and  clearly  the  new 
idea  was  capable  of  being  applied  in  other 
directions.  One  such  application  is  sug- 
gested in  a  study  by  Mcllwain  and  Hawking 
("Lancet,"  April  10,  p.  449)  of  the  com- 
pound pantoyltaurine. 

The  action  of  sulphanilamide  depends  on 
its  preventing  micro-organisms  from  nour- 
ishing themselves  upon  the  ^-amino  ben- 
zoate  present  in  the  body,  this  compound 
being  a  normal  constituent  of  the  parasite 
also.  ^-Amino  benzoate,  however,  is  not 
the  only  substance  essential  to  bacteria. 
Another  is  pantothenate.  Sulphanilamide 
is  structurally  similar  to  ^>-amino  benzoate 
and  quite  probably  exerts  its  action  by 
reason  of  the  similarity  of  structure.  Would 
a  compound  resembling  pantothenate  in  its 
molecular  structure  have  a  comparable 
inhibitive  action  upon  that  substance  ?  A 
positive  answer  seems  to  have  been  found 
in  pantoyltaurine.  This  was  observed  to  be 
actively  antibacterial  in  vitro,  and  an

Concerning  the  recommendation  that 
pharmacists  should  not  discuss  with  patients 
the  efficacy  of  a  doctor's  prescriptions  in 
such  a  way  as  to  impah\/conndence,  it  was 
decided  to  add  the  words:  "the  contrary 
to  operate  in  the  case  of  pharmacists." 

An  interesting  point  was  raised  when  a 
member  reported  prescriptions  necessitating 
the  use  of  lard — a  rationed  article.  He 
thought  its  purchase  for  this  purpose  should 
be  facilitated.  Mr.  Gillibrand  replied  that 
permits  could  always  be  obtained  from  the 
Food  Office. 

Advertisements  for  Dispensing  Service 

Varied  views  were  expressed  concerning 
the  recommendation  banning  advertise- 
ments that  suggested  that  the  dispensing 
services  of  the  advertiser  were  more  accur- 
ate, and  the  drugs  supplied  of  better  quality, 
than  those  of  other  pharmacists.  The  Com- 
mittee recommended  the  rejection  of  this 
clause  and  the  substitution  of:  "That  no 
advertising  of  the  dispensing  service  in  any 
form  or  to  the  drugs  contained  therein 
should  be.  permitted,  excluding  the  use  of 
the  descriptive  title,  'dispensing  chemist.'  " 
The  chairman  said  the  Committee  thought 
dispensing  service  was  not  a  suitable  avenue 
for  public  advertisement  other  than  the  use 
of  a  descriptive  title.  Mr.  H.  H.  Atherton 
thought  no  advertisement  should  be  per- 
mitted in  *  connexion  with  a  professional 
service.  Mr.  Lightbown  agreed  and  said 
the  "descriptive  title"  would  include  any 
intimation  that  a  pharmacist  was  a  dis- 
penser of  N.H.I,  prescriptions.  Without 
such  protection  they  would  be  offending  the 
code  by  merely  stating  on  their  signboard: 
"dispensing  chemist."  Mr.  Nowell  said 
there  was  no  need  for  these  descriptions. 
The  clause  was  approved,  subject  to  the 
safeguard  that  descriptive  titles  should  be 
permitted. 

Interests  in  Other  Businesses 

Regarding  the  clause  effecting  pharma- 
cists who  were  partners  or  directors  of  out- 
side businesses,  the  view  was  expressed 
that  this  clause  was  unnecessary,  and  that 
the  profession  should  rely  on  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  1 94 1  Act.  There  was  also 
objection  raised  to  a  recommendation  that 
articles  designated  as  undesirable  by  the 
Council  should  not  be  sold.  It  was  thought 
the  clause  was  too  sweeping. 

Mr.  Atherton  suggested  an  early  oppor- 
tunity be  given  to  discuss  the  implications 
of  the  Beveridge  Report. 
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The  monthly  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Association  was  held  in 
Belfast  on  May  4.  The  president  (Mr. 
P.  R.  W.  Shinner)  occupied  the  chair,  and 
there  were  also  present  Messrs.  H.  P.  Cros- 
sin,  R.  Gibson,  J.N.  Hogg,  James  McDowell, 
R.  A.  McEwen,  J.  McGregor,  E.  A.  Richey 
and  A.  Steede.  Mr.  James  McClenahan

Resolution  on  Insurance  Dispensing 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  not 
yet  received  a  reply  to  the  letter  sent  to 
Mr.  W.  E.  Wilson,  one  of  the  Trustees  in 
New  Zealand,  concerning  transfer  of  trust 
property.  He  also  reported  that  the  North 
Down  Chemists'  Association  had,  on  April 
14,  after  an  address  on  "  Some  Unconsidered 
Aspects  of  Compulsory  Health  Insurance" 
by  Dr.  Douglas  Boyd,  passed  a  resolution 

"That  the  North  Down  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion views  with  concern  the  proposals  now 
being  discussed  for  the  extension  of  compul- 
sory health  insurance,  and  urges  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association 
to  investigate  these  proposals  and  report  to 
the  members  of  the  U.C.A.  as  soon'as  possible 
with  an  opinion  whether  the  introduction  of 
extended  medical  benefit  should  be  supported 
or  opposed  by  chemists." 

The  secretary  said  he  had  been  present 
at  the  meeting  and  had  been  requested  to 
bring  this  resolution  to  the  notice  of  the 
U.C.A.  Executive  Committee.  He  had  also 
received  a  letter  from  a  member  expressing 
disapproval  of  any  extension  in  N.H.I, 
dispensing  unless  greatly  increased  dis- 
pensing fees  were  paid  to  chemists. 

He  understood  a  meeting  of  assistants 
interested  in  the  formation  of  a  trade  union 
was  being  held  under  trade  union  auspices 
during  that  week.

Address  on  the  Beveridge  Report 

Mrs.  Irvine,  M.B.E.  (a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council),  then 
presented  some  "Notes  on  the  Beveridge 
Report."  After  giving  an  outline  of  the 
Report's  proposals,  Mrs.  Irvine  recalled  the 
words  of  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council : 
"the  fullest  possible  use  must  be  made  of 
existing  resources,  there  must  be  no  scrap- 
ping of  good  existing  resources."  What  form 
this  comprehensive  health  service  would 
take  or  what  part  pharmacists  would  have 
in  it  was  not  known.  Pharmacy  could  make 
a  good  case  for  retention  of  chemists'  shops 
as  the  proper  places  for  the  dispensing  of 
the  nation's  medicine.  Some  convincing 
reasons  were:  (1)  Convenience  to  the 
patient ;  (2)  saving  of  expense  to  the  State; 

(3)  existence  of  the  N.H.I,  scheme,  which 
had  worked  well  for  over  thirty  years; 

(4)  avoidance  of  compensation.

ADVANCES  IN  ORGANIC  CHEMISTRY 


At  a  meeting  of  the  London  and  South- 
eastern Counties  Section  of  the  Institute 
of  Chemistry,  held  recently  at  the  In- 
stitute, Dr.  E.  R.  H.  Jones,  F.I.C.  (Im- 
perial College),  gave  a  lecture  on  "Recent" 
Advances  in  Organic  Chemical  Methods." 
In  the  course  of  his  address  he  made  the 
following  statements. 

The  spectacular  advances  that  have 
characterised  contemporary  organic  chem- 
istry are  largely  to  be  attributed  to  improve- 
ments in  the  technique  of  isolation,  purifica- 
tion, examination  and  synthesis  of  organic 
compounds.  Both  new  and  improved 
physical  and  chemical  methods  have  been 
extensively  utilised.  It  is  ever  the  aim  of 
the  organic  chemist  to  employ  methods 
involving  mild  conditions  and  minimum 
material.  Notable  advances  in  distillation 
technique  are  attributable  to  the  influence 
of  the  petroleum  industry.  Molecular 
distillation  is  becoming  increasingly  popu- 
lar, and  has  rendered  possible  the  isolation 
of  vitamin  A  in  a  crystalline  form.  Chroma- 
tographic analysis  has  enormously  simplified 
the  purification  of  naturally  occurring  and 
synthetic  organic  compounds  and  has 
provided  a  valuable  new  criterion  of  purity. 
On  the  chemical  side  new  reagents  have 


been  developed  for  separating  particul; 
classes  of  organic  compounds. 

The  contribution  of  microanalysis  t 
wards  recent  achievements  cannot  be  ove 
emphasised.  It  has  led  inevitably  to  tl 
universal  introduction  of  micro-method 
Absorption  spectroscopy  has  proved  i 
great  service  in  isolating  and  determinii 
the  structure  of  vitamins  and  hormone 
and  although  knowledge  of  the  relationsh: 
between  structure  and  light  absorption 
still  largely  empirical,  a  sufficient  fund 
information  is  available  to  give  the  methc 
a  high  diagnostic  value. 

Greater  selectivity  can  now  be  obtaine 
following  the  discovery  of  hydrogenatic 
catalysts  of  the  Raney  nickel  type  an 
more  specific  chemical  methods  of  redu 
tion  (e.g.  sodium  in  liquid  ammonia",  an 
calcium  ammonia)  are  being  continual! 
developed.  The  high-temperature  nitratio 
of  paraffins  and  substitution  chlorinatio 
of  defines  are  recent  technical  developmen' 
of  great  significance.  The  remarkab' 
orientating  effect  of  organic  peroxides  o 
the  addition  of  hydrogen  bromide  to  define 
has  led  to  the  discovery  of  other  chai 
reactions,  of  considerable  preparative  value 
initiated  by  these  "trigger"  catalysts.
